GOVERNMENT DID ITS DUTY

At Outbreak of Trouble Imperial Soldiers
Fonght Fanatical Boxers,

FATHER MARQUET'S STORY OF UPRISING

Natlve (hristinns Defend Themsely es
Successinlly with Rasty tannon,
Ancient Hifles and More
Primitive Weapons,

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—In a letter from
the Rev. Father Marguet, the superior of
the Roman Catholle missionaries in  the
provinee of Chi LI, ChinA, Just received here,
he says that at the beglnnaing of the Doxer
outhreak the Chinese authorities fought to
protect the Christians. He tells how the
nntive Christians fought agalnst the Boxers
and defeated them.

“The Hoxers aay that by the help of cer-
taln incantations,” writes Father Marquet,
“they become Invulnerable as soon as the
spirit to whith they surrender themaelves
has taken possession of them But when-
ever n Christian is present or wherever a
church stands the spirit, they say, does not
descend upon them and so they cannob be-
come Invulnerable. In fact, not far from
the Christiun eatablishment of Tehu Kin Ho
(King Tehvou) three of these who had been
initlated voluntiwered after Lheir lncanta-
tions to be fired at. The first of them was
instantly killed, while the two others were
moriully wounded,

"It was market day and  the HBoxers,
afrnld of losing thelr prestige before the
people, procinimed loudly that this was the
fault of tho Christinus. They spread the
news Lthut peophytes had killed one of their
sdberents and wounded #x others and de-
clared thelr intention of getting rid of the
Christians, sacking their houses and burn-
ing thelr churches,'

Flrnt Slgns of Coming Tronble,

Of the heginning of actual trouble Father
Marquet writes

“WiIth the exception of the three com-
munities, which, foreseelng what was about
to happen, had armed themselves and two
athers who were protected by pagan vils
lage chiels, avory Christlan establishment
at King Teheou was sacked. At Leou Pa
Tehuong, o Christinn who wanted to save
his house, was stabbed, then an Inflammoa-
tory fuld was poured over his body and
set on fire while he was still breathing
A foew duvs Inter it was the turn of the
Christlana of Pou Tehen Keao Ho and Keng
Kong., The districer of Father Aandliuer,
the real hot bed of the Boxers, suffered
mast

Mennwhile ws wiped away the dust from
our eannon and rifles of 180 and after
putting them in repalr we mounted the ciane-
non on our walls and hoanded the rifles to
our brave Christlan volunteers, who had
placed themselves at our disposal.  Within
two days we had 30 men, some armed with

On his return to China
Mr. Wu soon attracted the attention of

the grealest Orlental stutesman of the age
and Mr. Wu a warm friendship and I waas
through his distingulvhed patron's influs
ence that the present Chinese minister was
aceredited to this ﬂr“smr}'. to Spain, where
be spent the last summer, and to Peruy,
whither he had plapped to go thlis summer
on buginess for his government, a trip
